Jim Cary’s Saloon Robbed of Twenty 
Thousand Dollars — Klondike 
Church Burned—Efforts Made to 
Get Out of the Country. 


[BY DIRECT WIKRE TO THE TIMES. ] 
SEATTLE (Wash.,) Dec. 28.—[By 


Times.] Thirty-one miners and pros-. 
pectors, fleeing from hunger and mis- 
ery at Dawson City, reached Seattle 
yesterday on the steamer Al-Ki. They 
came -over the ice and snow on foot, 
some with dogs and others with Meds 
only.. In threes and fours, and some- 
times larger parties, they trudged into 
Dyea and took the steamer for Seattle. 
Hundreds more are following. 

Among those who came Out was one 
woman, Mrs. J. J. McKay, wife of the 
veteran Yukon freighter. She is the 
first white woman to éver make the 
long out-trip on the ice. The news 
brought by the thirty men is such as 
to greatly relieve the anxiety of those 
who have friends in the golden region. 
They say that so many men have gone 
down to Circle City, and so many will 
come out up the Yukon River that 
enough provisions to carry those who 
remain through the winter will be left 


the scare in Da.vson came high prices, 
These high prices offered great induce- 
ments to those who brought outfits in 
to sell out and come out of the country 
as soon as possible. : 

Flour is $100 a sack, and an average 
price for all food, according to the 
testimony of nearly all of the men, is 
$1 to $1.25 a pound. Even tents and 
stoves have been .sold by weight as 
high as $1.50 a pound. It is estimated 
that fully two thousand men have gone, 


kon, and at least five hundred will 


River. Some men are living on rations 
in order to get through the winter, 
and every man who has any sort of an 
outfit can get work at high wages. 
Every one in the camps has by this 
time decided whether or not he can 
winter at the mines, though some are 
intending to stay until their grub is 
gone and then come out. The ice will 


worn smo by much travel, so that 
more Yukoners may be expected all 
winter. 

The output of gold will be enormous, 
despite the the fact that the mines will 
only be worked by a fraction of the 
number of men who would have worked 
them had the food shortage not driven 
them out. Many new creeks with gold 
are being found in all directions, and 
the miners expect to see other El Dora- 
It is estimated that 
4000 claims have been filed upon, and 
at the commissioner’s office men are 
standing in line out in the bitter cold, 
waiting for their turns to file upon new 
claims. Most of these men have to 
stand in line for a day or two before 
they get to the clerk’s desk. 

It is a fact, significant of the im- 
mense wealth of the country, that 
nearly every man who came out in- 
tends to returm as soon as the river 
opens up for navigation. Despite the 
oft-repeated assertion that there will! 
be no starvation there this winter, the 
miners @ll say that relief must go in 
very early in the spring, amd that it 
will be fatal to aWait the arrival of 
boats from St. Michaels with provi- 
sions. Even if the spring should be 
late, there would be suffcring, and per- 
heps death from starvation. 

The men who are there are making 
so much money and have such bright 
prospects for the winter that 10 per 
cent. a month is the ruling rate of in- 
terest. It is said that “Swiftwater 
Bill” before he cane out gave @ mort- 
gage for $12,000 on one of his prop- 
erties in order to secure $5000 eash. 
Other instances are told of a similar 
character, showing that money to buy 
claims or grub is very highly prized. 
A man with 5000 poumds of grub is 
@ prince in Dawson, who can look 
down with contempt upon the owner 
of any paltry claim. The trading com- 
panies only deal out goods on orders. 
and are extremely careful to husband 
their stocks, so that those who most 
need the provisions will get them. 

Prices at the stores are reasonable; 
it has only been the small outfits taken

prices quoted. Meat is plentiful. The 
safes of both the companios are 
groaning with gold, the estimated 
value of which is millions. So great 
has been the demand for safe epace 
made upon the companies, that one 
company is reported as having declined 
to receive any more from the miners. 
All transacticns ‘are done with dust, 
and bank notes are at a premium be- 
cause of their handy character to 
bring out of the country. 

An incident which shows the extent 
of the business deme by the stores is 
told by one of the miners. He says 
that Healy told his clerks that every 
day that the day’s eales ran over $10,- 
000 he would set up a box of cigars. 
Healy had to withdraw the offer laief 
when he found himself buying a box 
every day for weeks at a time. 

The news of Daweon and vicinity 
brought out by the thirty men is con- 


| fined to a few things, which have been 


partially told before. The robbery of 
Jim Car-’s saloon, in which some $20,- 


000 was taken; the burning of the 
Klondike Church and several of the 
neighboring cabins; rich strikes on 


Hunker Creek and the all-absorbing 
food question are told in detail. 

Many boats came floating down the 
river in the ice, and went by the city 
unable to obtain landing. Once eight 
boats, empty of passengers, but load:d 
with supplies, went past the town. The 
owners had doubtless left them in the 
river and gone on shore to camp for 
the night, when the ice broke away and 
moved downstream. Nothing had been 
heard of the wnfortunates who lost 
these boats. 

“As soon as it was heard that the ice 
was solid up the river, men began to 
collect outfits with which to get out of 
the country. It required from 125 to 
150 pounds of provisions, a stove, tent, 
blankets, robes and a sled for each 
man. In squads of three, four and five 
they left Dawson on foot. Dogs were 
gotten together. The price of good 
Malamute or Tanana dogs, trained for 
the service, was $150 at first, but some 
of those who went to buy dogs were 
forced to give $200, and even $250 in one 
or two cases, for single dogs. The 
men who drew their own sleds made the 
trip in from thirty to forty-five days. 
Those who had dogs did it from twen- 
ty-four to twenty-eight days. Several 
parties with dogs left about November 
20. One ofahese was J. D. Barnes and 
Harry Dobson; another was Capt. Ed 
Barrington, Sam Foote, George Fulk 
and Jim Keating; still another was H. 
A. Tremayne of London, S. G. Coffman 
of Juneau, William Knowles of Oak- 
land and L. W. Fox of Los Angeles. 
The latter party was brought out by 
James Jackson, the Indian guide, who 
charged his passengers $500 each for 


the service. ; 
There was much good-natured rivalry 
between the. different as. to 


which would make ‘the in the 
Shortest time. On the 23d Jim McKay 
got his party together, and with four- 
teen dogs, started for the Coast. He 
overhauled one party afiter another, 


and crowded ahead with the greatest 


speed possible. At Lake Lebarge he 
caught sight of Barnes and Dobson, 
pushing along one side of the lake with 
the sharp cries of ‘‘Mush, mush,” the 
equivalent of “get up,’’-in the common 
tongue. The dogs bounded forward. 
Barnes heard and saw the efforts of 
the other party, and pushed his own 
dogs to their greatest speed. There 
was good smooth snow on the lake, 
and the race was a geod one. Mc- 
Kay’s party got to the head of the lake 
first. All the next day a _ furious, 
blinding snowstorm raged ait the lakes. 
Barnes got two men from another 
party, and the three came over the 
mountains by the Skaguay Pass, and 
the other party went by the Chilcoot 
Pass, and got into Dyea three hours 
before Barnes reached Skaguay. 
Meanwhile “Kid” Eagan and Arthur 
Keistlein pulled out of Dawson with 
an eight-dog team and fairly flew over 
the ice. They encountered the same 
storm ‘that the others did on the sum- 
mit, and like all the rest nearly lost 
their lives in braving its fury. They 


left Dawson November 27, and reached 


tidewater at Dyea in 24 days. Mce- 
Kay has offered to wager $200 with 
the “Kid” that he made better time 


than Egan and Keistlein. The wager’ 


has not been covered yet, though Egan 
says it will be. McKay believes that 
Egan really left Dawson tthe day after 
himself. which would give McKay the 
shortest time by a half day at least. 

About ten men arrived out before 
the steamer left Dyea, who did not 
come down, and a half dozen or so got 
off at Juneau, so that the tctal num- 
ber of men who have come out over 
the ice is between fifty and sixty up 
‘to December 23, when the AI-Ki left 
Skaguay. 

The ice on the Yukon River is all 
humps and bumps, and offers the 
greatest difficulties to rapid traveling. 
To avoid the jagged cakes of ice which 
project into the air, the trail 
runs from one side of the river ,to 
another. In one half day’s journey 
McKay says he crossed the river 
twenty times. There is litile snow 
until the lakes are reached. The cold 
is intense, but not so severe as to cause 


much suffering. 


Below Five Fingers the Dawson men 
came across a young man named Mc- 
Guire of Chicago, who had frozen his 


feet, and had been taken in by a family 


almost destitute themselves. The boy 
was expected to die. He started out 
with his uncle, a man also named Mc- 
Guire; T. B. Corey, Detective Roberts 
and a Mr. Nixon. The boy had been 
poorly dressed, and before he froze 
his feet had burned great holes in his 
pants trying to get warm at the camp- 
fires. He had also burned his mittens 
so that they were al) falling apart. The 
party had no tent and no stove when 
last seen. 

At Selkirk, 190 miles from Dawson, on 
the night of December 1, John Kill, 
who works for Hibbard & Norton of 
Seattle, was robbed of $8634 worth of 
gold dust. He had sold eighteen head 
of cattle and twenty-four horses at 
Dawson, and was coming dut with the 
proceeds. He wrapped the gold in a 
pack of blankets and threw the bundle 
in a corner of a cabin which he was 
camping in. He went out, leaving the 
cabin in charge of Johnson and Elmer, 
who were also on the way out. That 
night Kill returned and looked for the 
gold, and found it gone. He told sev- 
eral men who wefe on the way out

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JAP WARSHIPS, 


Acting in Conjunction 
With the British. 


Permanent Occupation of Port 
Arthur Menaced. 


Dissolution of the Diet Due 
to War Spirit. 


Protest to Be Made Against Korean 
Occapation — Japanese Cabinet 
Resigns—Murderer of an Ameri- 
can to Be Punished. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, Dec. 29.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] A special dispatch from Shanghai 
dated yesterday (Tuesday) says: 

“It is reported that a Japanese fleet 
of warships is waiting near Goto Isl- 
and, outside Nagasaki, fully equipped 
for war and only awaiting instructions. 
This includes the Yashima and the 
Fuji, two of the finest vessels in the 
Japamese navy and the Chen Yuen, 
that was captured from China. ,The 
Japanese fleet, it is understood, is act- 
ing in close touch with the British 
squadron under Vice-Adiairal Sir Alex- 
ander Buller, cceonmander-in-chief of 
the China station. 

“Japan will Certainly oppose a per- 
manent Russian occupation of Port 
Arthur. The sudden dissolution of the 
Japanese Diet was owing to the war 
spirit. It is expected thet the Japan- 
ese fleet will attempt to prevent the 
landing of reénforcements from Odessa 
for the protection of the Russian trans- 
asiatic railway in Manchuria.” 


RUSSIA TOO DICTATORIAL, 


England and Japan to Protest 
Against Korean Occupation. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—The an- 

nouncement of the determination of 
England and Japan to protest against 
the Emperor of Korea practically yield- 
ing the government of that country 
into the hands of the Hussian Min- 
ister excites great interest here, where 
the story of Russia’s invasion of 
Korea is well known. A year or two 
ago Russia and Japan entered into a 
treaty of alliance, under which they 
agreed to assume jointly the respon- 
sibility of preserving the peace and 
providing for the good government of 
Koreia. In the division of responsibil- 
ity Russia took command of the army, 
the police and the direction of foreign 
affairs, Japan having the departments 
of education, agriculture and _ other 
comparatively unimportant branches of 
the government. 


The collection of revenues and the | 


management of finances were left in 
charge of an Englishman named Mc- 
Levy Brown, who held the title of 
“Adviser to the Finance Department 


and Chief Commissioner of Customs,” 
It was his dismissal by the Emperor 


of Korea that brought forth the Eng- 
lish Consul’s protest. The British war 
vessels are now on their way to Korea 
to support their protest. 

It was Mr. Brown's duty to see to 
the honest cullection of customs, which 
he perfonned so well that there wis @ 
prospect ‘that Korea's indebtedness 
would soon be paid. Early in Novem- 
ber, however, to the surprise of all 
concerned, there appeared in Seoul as 
a guest of the Russian Legation, a Mr. 
Alexieff, whose calling cards bore the 
title in French, “Councillor of State 
and Agent of the Ministry of Finance 
of the Imperial Russian Government.” 
and an inscription in Chinese, which 
read, “Superintendent cf the Finances 
of Korea.” 

It seems thot the Czar induced or 
compelled the Korean Ambassador at 
St. Petersburg to enter into a con- 
tract with Mr. Alexieff to manage the 
Korean finances without consulting 
ony of the authorities at Seoul. The 
day after the arrival of Mr. Alexieff at 
Seoul he called upon the Minister of 
Finance, exhibited his contract and an- 
nounced that he was ready to enter 
upon his. duties. Mr. Pak explained 
that the government was already en- 
joying the services of McLevy Brown 
and that the Korean Ambassador at 
St. Petersburg had no authority or 
right to interfere with the Finance De- 
pariment. The Russian Minister re- 
sponded that if the Minister of Finonce 
questioned the validity of the contract 
it would be considered a reflection upon 
his sovereign. After a show of re- 
sivtance by Korea and repeated threats 
by the Russian government, Mr. Brown 
was dismissed and Mr. Alexieff in- 
stalled in his stead. Then followed 
Mr. Brown’s appeal to London and the 
sending of a fieet. 

FLEETS AT PORT HAMILTON. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, Dec. 28.—The Globe this 
afternoon says a private telegram 
reached London last evening, announc- 
ing that over twenty British warships 
bave arrived at Port Hamilton. An- 
other dispatch says that a report is 
current at Chee Foo to the effect that 
the Japanese fleet has also arrived at 
Port HE:milkton. 

CALAMITOUS FOREBODINGS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

PEKING, Dec. 28.—The German 
tions is unsettled. China's difficulty Is 
increased, owing to the uncertainty of 
the position of the powers. Germany’s 
withdrawal from Kiaochau Bay is con- 
ditional upon her finding a suitable 
harbor elsewhere.

Bach year 
when the Pemsion Appropriations Bill 
comes up for consideration, there is 
much ofposition against appropriating 
such vast sums. This opposition comes 
from Congressmen who fear that much 
money goes into the’ hamds of une 
deserving’ persons. 

During President Cleveland’s first 
term there was an attempt made to 
purge the pension rolls of fraudulent 
pensioners, but of over one hundred 
and fifty people examined, only two 
were convicted of fraud. This would 
seern to indicate that only a small 
percentage of persons on the pension 
rolls @re umlawfully. there. However, 
Pension Commissioner Evans believes 
there ere many frauds connected with 
the pension list, and as a means to 
eradicate them he has suggested. that 
the list of all pemsions be published, 
Congress is likely to adopt his suge 
gestion.

about his loss, and found ready help.

Sul- 
phur Creek is also turning out fine. 
On the way out we encountered good 
weather nearly all the time. We left 
Dawson November 21. Part of the 
way We threw off our coats and went 
in short sleeves with bare hands; it 
was- only 15 below. zero then. 

“At ithe Chilcoot. summit we en- 
countéred a fearful snowstorm and 
were lost for a time. It lasted all the 
way from the head.of Lake Linderman 
to the summit. One man wen$ ahead 
with a stick, poking it into the snow 
to find the hard path to walk on. 

“Beef and mutton at Dawson is be- 
ing sold at $1 to $1.50 per pound. Noth- 
ing in the food line can be obtained 
from the companies without am order. 
Flour was selling from outfits at $100 
per sack, while bacon and beans 
hrought $1 to $1.25 per pound. There 
was plenty of sugar at 30 cents per 
pound. The claims are all taken to 
within a radius of forty-five to fifty 
miles of Dawson.”’

NO RELIEF NEEDED. 


Dawson Has Enough Food to Last 
Through the Winter. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT-] 
SEATTLE (Wash.,) Dec. 28.—There 
will be no starvation at Dawson City 
this winter, and the sending of @ relief 
expedition by the United States- gov- 
ernment is unnec@sSary. This fs the 
unanimous expression of thirty persons 
who have arrived today from Dawson 
on the steamer Al-Ki. 
They came to Dyea, where they took 
the steamer in different parties. - The 
last party left Dawson, November 25. 
All of them came up the frozen Yukon 
and out over the Chilcoot Pass. Those 
coming out were: W. W. Cleveland, 
L. W. Fox, W. E. Knowles, S. G. 
Coffman, C. Dugan M. Weinin, J. J. 
McKay and wife, Dan Egan, W. A. 
Keistlein, B. Anderson, A. Hedstrom,

As has been reported, the most serious 
shortage is in candles and oil. This 
will ‘reduce the output of the mines, 
as an absence of artificial light will 
prevent heir being worked to full ca- 
pacity. 
Edward Conrad, when asked if there 
is danger of starvation. at Dawson, 
replied emphatically: ‘‘No, sir; -there 
is no great surplus of food, but there 
will be no starvation.” 
When asked for an opinion on the 
governmental expedition, he said: “It 
is a humbug, and I doubt if it can get 
down to Dawson before the ice breaks. 
The men who ¢ame out and say that 
starvation lurks there, are men who 
were there only a few weeks, got dis- 
couraged and homesick and cry star- 
vation as an excuse for coming out.” 

Conrad's statements, so far as they 
related to the improbability of starva- 
‘tion, were indorsed by all the other 
arrivals seen. Wee 

On November 20 the English ehurch 
known as the “Klondike,” was de- 
stroyed by fire.

While there is an abund- 
ance ef mess in Norway, he thought 
it would be impossible to gather it in 
such quantities as would. be necessary 
for the feeding of 600 deer in trans- 
portation from Norway to Alaska. The 
deer themselves seemed to know how 
to gather it better than human beings. 
He believed that if 500 reindeer were 
shipped from Norway it would be im- 
possible to keep more than a small 
percentage of them alive until Alaska 
should be reached. 

According to his opinion, Iceland 
horses would be better for this work, 
for they would subsist on the moss 
of the Arctic regions dnd also on hay 
or other provender. They were also 
hardy and would do the work after 
they reached Alaska almost as well 
as the deer.

SAN’ FRANCISCO, Dec. 28.—orace 
Smyth, a juror in the Durrant case, 
appeared in Judge Wallace’s court 
this morning in response to a citation 
to show cause why he should not be 
punished fer contempt of court. The 
citation was issued upon the affidavit 
of W. A. Durrant, the father of the 
condemned man, and charges that 
Juror Smyth admitted to various peo- 

le that his verdict was based upon 
information that did not receive ju- 
dicial sanction. The affidavit stated 
that Smyth had told several reputable 
citizens that his verdict of guilty was 
based upon statements of shocking 
immortality on the part of Durrant. 

Smyth was represented by Attorney 
H. E. Heighton, while Gen. Dickinson 
and W. W. Foote represented Durrant. 

After Gen. Dickinson had stated the 

matter before the court, Dist. 
Atty. Barnes moved that the pro- 
ceedings be dismissed, on the ground 
that it was a criminal contempt aris- 
ing out of a criminal case, and all 
prosecutions arising should be in the 
hands of the public prosecwtor. He 
cited the case of Durant vs. Wash- 
ington county, Iowa, decided by the 
United States Supreme Court. A long 
argument followed.

MURDER OF FRENCH. 


Further Particulars of the Cow- 
ardiy Murder at Canyon City. 
 fASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN JOSE, Dec. 28.—E. C. Singletary 
ré- 
celved telegrams from Canyon City, 
Ur., this morning, telling of the cow- 
ardly murder there yesterday of Peter 
Yrench by one Oliver. Oliver stole up 
behind French, and shot him in the 
head with a big pistol. The ball passed 
entirely through the brain. Death was 
instantaneous. It is understood here 
that the deed was done on the streets 
of Canyon City, and that Oliver was 
arrested. There had been some airfi- 
culty between the mem over land, and 
this is supposed to have led to the 
murder. 

Peter French was a rich cat'tleman, 
and well-known in California. He was 
the son-in-law of the late Dr. Glenn 
of Colusa, and was for a Icng time as- 
sociated with him in his big wheat and 
cattle-ranch enterprises. He was a 
brave, generous man, and hed had an 
exciting career, having won fame in 
border wars with the Indians. Of late 
years he has been growing cattle in 
Oregon, spending some time there and 
soene time in San Francisco and other 
California points. Cozzcns and Single- 
tary of this place have been interésted 
with him. 

His headquarters in Oregon was on 
the Glenn ranch, in Harney county. He 
had returned but a few days ago from 
Chicago, where he sold a thousand cat- 
tle, and was to have been here within 
the next four or five days.

French’s men 
were too far away at the time of the 
killing to recognize the murderer, but 
it is thought he is one of a band of 
Squatters who have been annoying 
French, and against whom he hed a 
number of lawsuits pending. 

French was 48 years old, and one of 
the best-known cattlemen on the Pa- 
cific Coast. His Oregon ranch is val- 
ued at $2,000,000. French hed many 
violent enemies in the section wher 
he lived, and had often expressed the 
belfef that he would be murdered some 
day. He was in the habit of going 
armed, but was without a weapon 
when shot down the day before yes- 
terday. 


Was Denied His Right to Be Heard 
in His Defense. 

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 28.—The Su- 
preme Court of the State of California, 
Justice Van Fleet writing the decis- 
fon and Justices Beatty, McFarland 
and Garoutte concurring, with Justices 
Temple, Henshaw and Harrison dis- 
senting, has just decided the contempt 
case of the editor of the Bee in favor 
of the petitioner, and against Judge 
A. P. Catlin. 2 

On June 5, 1896, C. K. McClatchy, 
the editor of the Bee, was fined $500 
for contempt of court, such contempt 
consisting in an editorial which he had 
written in denuciation of Judge A. P. 
Catlin for certain statements of the 
latter from the bench in the Talmadge 
vs. Talmadge case. The editor was 
not allowed to put in testimony to 
prove that he was in the right and the 


appedled to the Supreme Court. 

_ In the decision, written by Judge 
Van Fleet, only one proposition is 
looked into, and the case is decided 
against Judge Catlin on the broad 
grounds that ‘“‘the petitioner was denied 
his constitutional right to be heard in 
his defense.”’ 

In the concurring opinion by Justice 
Beatty, the latter goes farther than 
the others, and says: “The report of 
the newspaper was not an attack upon 
the court, or an interference with the 
proceedings of the court, but was an 
attack upon the man, for which, if it 
was malicious and unfounded, he had 
the same, and no other, means of re- 
dress that the law gives to every citi- 
zen who is the victim of a libel.” 

In the dissenting opinion the position 

is taken that the editor of the Bee was 
granted all his rights in the matter 
by Judge Catlin, and that he was 
clearly in contemot of court. 
_ Under the decision of the Supreme 
Court, that tribunal accords to the pub- 
lic press the rieht to criticise the acts 
of a judicial officer. In the same opin- 
ion an interpretation is given of the 
law of libel and also the powers of the 
court to punish for contempt.

Patrol-wagon Driver Murphy Ad- 
mits Having Shot Gardiner.

EDIBLE SEAWEED. 
Used by the Chicse, Who also Send 
it to China.

BERKELEY, Dec. 28.—Dr. William 
A. Setchell, professor of botany in the 
University of California, has been mak- 
ing investigations among the Califor- 
nia algae, and declares that the ocean 
plants have uses little suspected by 
most people. He says: 

“In the early days of Oaljifornia the 
Chinese imported great quantities of 
‘seaweed from China for food. Now 
they gather all they want right here, 
and I think they are even exporting 
some to China. This edible seaweed is 
the laver, a small weed that grows on 
the rocks and looks like tightly- 
stretched rubber. Eaten raw it has a 
‘gelatinous, slightly bitter flavor. It 
is dried and cooked by the Chinese. 
Sever'al varieties of California kelp are 
also of value as food.”

HAVANA, Dec. 23.—{By Central 
American Cable.}] According to an- 
nouncements from Spanish sources, the 
combined operationg undertaken by 
Gen. Aguirre in the province of Santa 
Clara have resulted in the capture of 
an insurgent camp, twenty of the 
enemy being killed and three captured. 
The Spanish loss was two men killed 
and seven wounded. It is further re- 
ported that the Spanish troops have 
been engaged with insurgents com- 
manded by Napoleus. In this case the 
insurgents are said to have lost sev- 
eral men killed, and the Spaniards say 
that after the engagement an insur- 
gent captain and seven armed privates 
surrendered. 

Advices from Manzanillo say that 
Spanish troons have left there to re- 
lieve the garrison of Santa Cruz, which 
is threatened by the insurgents. 

A renvort is current here that the 
son of Calixto Garcia died recently 
from wounds received during the in- 
surgent attack upon Guanamo,

SHOOTS AT SHEETS. 


PARKER’S PISTOL PRACTICE NOT 
VERY GOOD. 


— 


But He Manages to Kill Mimself 
and Wound His Paramour Se- 
verely in the Face—The Suicide 
Thought to Have Been Insane. 


Edward L. Parker, 29 years of age, 
after firing three futile shots at the 
husband of his paramour and wound- 
ing the .woman, shot and instantly 


‘killed himself in a room at the Sylvan 


lodging-house at No. 223 East First 
street, last night. The woman, Mrs. 
Cc. J. Sheets, will recover. 
The story is the old one of a 
tion between husband and wife; the 
subsequent fall of the woman, and a 
fatal climax. C. J. Sheets was married 
to the woman on May 5, 1835, and until 
the beginning of the present year the 
couple agreed in all things. Then 
Sheets became jealous of 
Parker id his fe, and sev- 
tollowed. These resulted 
in a separation, on June 27, since which 


time Sheets had not seen his wife 
until yesterday. 
olg Sheets, after the separation, 


went to ive with her mother, Mra Ma- 
goone, who lives in East Los Ange- 
les. She did not stay there long, how- 
ever, but instead adopted the city life 
of the demi-monde. Parker lived with 
her until last Thursday, when the two 
quarreled. Mrs. Sheets then sought 
a oom at the Sylvan house. Yesterday 
her husband came to the city, and met 
her on First street, and she implored 
him to visit her room last night, as she 
wished to speak with him. Sheets 
agreed to do so, and kept his promise 
with the result that his wife is now 
in the hospital and Parker is dead. 

Sheets tells the story of the shooting. 
He says: “It was about 11:15 o'clock. 
My wife was seated upon the bed and 
I was sitting in a chair near the door. 
We had just been speaking of Parker, 
my wife averring that he had threat- 
ened to kill her. Some one knocked at 
the door and I answered it. Parker en- 
tered. He didn’t say a word. As soon 
as he saw me he reached for his_ re- 
volver, and I started for the open door. 
Just as I reached it Parker fired three 
times in quick succession. I ran down 
the hall and, descending the back stairs, 
ran into the closet of the White Wings 
saloon, where I hid, thinking he would 
pursue me. When lI came out they 
told me that he was dead and that my 
wife had been shot.” 

Parker, failing to kill Sheets, turned 
the revoiver upon Mrs. Sheets and then 
killed himself. The fourth bullet fired 
struck Mrs. Sheets in the right cheek, 
punturing the jaw and knocking out 
two upper molars on the left side. One 
tooth was driven clear through the left 
cheek, and was found in the hallway, 
down which the woman ran when shot. 


The other tooth and the bullet lodged 
between the jaw and left cheek, where 
err were found at the Receiving Hos- 


pital. 

The bullet which killed Parker en- 
tered his head just above the right ear. 
It penetrated ‘the brain, and 
out of the top of the skull at nearly a 
right angle to the point of 
was imbedded in the ceiling. A bullet 
hole in the casing of the door about 
five feet from the floor and another 
in the hallway wall testify to the nar- 
rowness of Sheets’s escape. The hair 
on the dead man’s head was singed off 
for a circuler space of two inches 
about the wound. He was found ly- 
ing on his face, with the revolver at 
his feet. 

Parker was a German and is said to 
have lived with his mother on Wall 
street. He had been employed for 
some time as a hostier at Maier’s 
stables, No. 531 Aliso street. The po- 
lice are inclined to think that he was 
insane at the time of the shooting, es 
it is seid that insanity runs in the 
family, his mother having been re- 
leased from Highland only two weeks 
ago. 

Mrs. Sheets is a comely Lieb 
women, 21 years of age. Her wo 
will not result fatally, elthough her 
face will be scarred and her speech 
may somewhat affected by the 
shooting. Last night she rested easily 
in the Receiving Hospital, after Dr. 
Hagan had sewed up the wounds, and 
her husband spent the entire night by 
her bedside. At first it was decided by 
the police to hold Sheets until efter the 
inquest, which will be held todey et 
the undertaking establishment of Orr 
& Hines, but when e pistol scabbard 
was found in Parker’s pocket, it was 
decided to lei Sheets go. 

While no suspicion seems to attach 
to Sheets, there are several 
which are not altogether explained. 
The tullet hole in the door casmg en- 
ters at an angle not exactly coinciding 
with the position in which Parker is 
said to have stood. The assertion that 
Parker began shooting without a word 
of explanaticn, when he had not seen 
Sheets for nearly a year, ifs alse 
deemed peculiar. These points mmy be 
more thoroughly explained by the tes- 
timony at the inquest today.

Another Fall-down in the Prosecu- 
tien of Members of the Poker 
Davis Gang. 


LEADING WITNESS MISSING. 


MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE OF 
JAMES ©. JOHNSON,

Has He Been Hypnotized, Kidnaped, 
Ruh Ont of Town, or Haas the 
Earth Opened and Swale 
lowed Him?

The prosecution of two members of 
the Poker Davis bunco gang, about 
which there has been so much beating 
of tomtoms, has again fallen through. 

The trial of John Howard and Wil- 
liam Dale, alias Day. which was to 
have taken place yesterday before Jus- 
tice Owens, ended in a fizzic, as have so 
many attempts to bring to justice 
members of the gang who are doing the 
best they can to skin suckers and make 
a byword and reproach of the courts, 
police and all the machinery of the 
law. 

In this latest case, as in many former 
ones, the failure of the prosecution is 
laid at the door of the complaining wit- 
ness, who has haunted the Police Sta- 
tion from the day he was buncoed, but 
who took good care to absent himself 
at the very moment he was wanted. 

Had the earth opened and swallowed 
James C. Johnson, his disappearance 
could not have been more sudden or 
mysterious. As late as 1:30 o'clock yes- 
terday morning he was still in the city, 
and his last words prior to dropping 
out of sight were in regard to the bunco 
case in which he was to appear as the 
star witness a few hours later. His 
last remark was to the effect that he 
would be in court when the case was 
called for trial, but he wasn’t. 

The defendants in the case, Howard 
and Dale, were promptly on hand, ac- 
companied by their attorney. W. 
Shinn. The complacent smile that the 
trio wore boded no good for the prose- 
cution, as the evident cheerfulness of 
the parties to the defense betokened 
that they had a winning card which 
they would play before the game had 
proceeded far. It was not long before 
they showed their hand. 

A jury was hastily empaneled from a 
venire of fifty men. The defendants 
were easily satisfied in the matter of 
a jury. “Any old jury’’ would do, as 
they knew full well that the case would 
never go to the jury. 

When Deputy District Attorney 
Chambers was ready to proceed, the 
startling discovery was made that the 
prosecuting witness was not present. 
Detective Auble was sent to fetch him 
into court, but soon returned with the 
information that the man had disap- 
peared during the silent watches of the 
preceding night. 

There might have been a look of 
blank amazement on the faces of court, 
jury and spectators, when this report 
was made, had there not been a pretty 
general foregone conclusion, in view of 
the precedents in such cases in Los 
Angeles, that some such denouement 
was to be expected. ° 

Without the testimony of the codm- 
plaining witness, the prosecution could 
not proceed, so Justice Owens contin- 
ued the case indefinitely and ordered 
a bench warrant issued for the arrest 
of the defaulting witness. 

James C. Johnson the man who 
played the prosecution false, arrived in 
Los Angeles about three weeks ago 
with upward of $145 in his pocket and 
was promptly taken in tow by two 
confidence men, Howard and Dale, who 
steered the ursuspecting Arizonan to 
“Poker” Davis’s justly-celebrated joint 
on South Spring street, where he was 
fleeced of his ready cash. Seeing what 
an easy thing Johnson was to work, the 
sharks got hold of °himwagain next day 
and tried to bunco him out of the little 
money he had left;-but he had grown 
wiser through the experience of the 
previous day and bolted to the Police 
Station, where he told the story of the 
swindle to the detectives. Detectives 
Auble and Hawley soon had his al- 
leged despoilers in custody, and they 
were arraigned on two charges—one for 
unlawfully enticing a person to a gam- 
bling room, and the other for con- 
spiracy to defraud. A jury trial was 
demanded in each case, and the de- 
fendants were released on bail. 

Johnson declared from the first that 
the restitution of his money could not 
square the case, and announced his 
determination to stay here long enough 
to see the rascals punished. He seemed 
like, an intelligent, honest sort of man, 
and although it was known that the 
gamblers would try to square the mat- 
ter with him on condition that he 
would not appear against them, he ap- 
parently scorned their advances and 
delayed his departure from Los Ange- 
les until within a few hours of the date 
of the trial of Howard and Dale on the 
first charge. 

Since his arrival in Los Angeles early 
in December, Jehnson has been staying 
at the Chicago lodging-house. After 
being robbed of his money, he shared 
the room of the nightwatchman, Burke, 
at the lodging-house, and Burke and 
another man named Johnson, who ac- 
companied James C. Johnson from 
Arizona, defrayed his living expenses.

AN INTERESTING CASE, 


A San Francisco linotype machinist 
has brought suit against the Typo- 
graphical Union of that city to test the 
question whether an American citizen 
who is free, white and of age, shall be 
permitted to earn an honest living. 
This is a suit which concerns every 
man (the vast majority of workers) 
who declines to fall down to the tyran- 


nical rule of the labor bosses, who as-- 


sume that the word “union” means the 
right to dominate those who ‘choose to 
maintain théir independence as indi- 
viduais. For this reason the proceed- 
ings in the action will be watched with 
absorbing interest by workingmen ev- 
erywhere, for it is @ cause that strikes 
at the very root of liberty of action in 
e@ free country. The courts should 
speedily determine whether a man may 
be allowed tq .make his way in the 
world untrammeled by the dictation of 
the walking delegate, or whether we 
have a monarch of labor in this coun- 
try who is more powerful than the goy- 
ernment and more overbearing and 

than the despot who rules 
the destinies of the world's greatest 
empire. If the individual man has no 
rights that the aggregated labor bosses 
have a right to respect, we ought to 
know it, and this San Francisco case 
will doubtless give us a chance to find 
it out.

ANGLO-JAPANESE RELATIONS. 


The announcement that Dngland will 
join Japan in a vigorous protest against 
the arbitrary course of Russia in Ko- 
rea adds an interesting feature to the 
situation in the Far Bast. If the re- 
port be fully confirmed, it will mean 
nothing less than an Anglo-Japanese 
alliance against the aggressions of the 
great powers of continental Europe in 
the Orient. Such an alliance would be 
a natural outcome of the situation. 
England is virtually isolated from the 
other European powers, which have 
pursued their eastern programme with- 
out consulting her. Russia and Ger- 
many have already acquired control of 
a considerable amount of Chinese ter- 
ritory, with the prospect that they will 
receive larger cessions in the near fu- 
ture. England is naturally jealous of 
these aggressions, and Japan is furi- 
ously so. Japan could hardly hope to 
oppose successfully the proposed con- 
quest of the Orient by continental Eu- 
rope. But with the active codperation 
of Great Britain the case would be dif- 
ferent. The chances of war Would be 
much more nearly equal, and the am- 
bitious schemes of Russta and Germany 
would be greatly retarded, if not en- 
tirely checkmated. 

The prospects of a*bloody war seem 
imminent, in any event. If Japan be 
left to oppose, single-handed, the ag- 
gressions of the western powers, the 
struggle will be of comparatively short 
duration, and its inevitable result will 
be the discomfiture of Japan, with the 
possible division of its territory among 
the victors. If England throws her 
tremendous power on the side of Japan, 
the war will be one of the most terrible 
in the history of oiviligation, and its 
outcome will be mere matter of con- 
jecture. Such @ war might result in 
important changes in the map of Eu- 
rope as Well as in that of the Hast. 

Diplomacy may possibly effect a solu- 
tion of the grave problems presented, 
but such a conclusion is not probable. 
And any peace whith might be patched 
up by the diplomats would be only an 
armed peace, liable to be broken at any 
time. A bitter struggle seems to be 
inevitable, and the probabilities are 
that it will be precipitated within the 
next six months, or at most within a 
year. - 

Russia has been strengthening her 
position until it is well-nigh impregna- 
ble. She is laying in vast stores of 
provisions and war supplies of all kinds, 
evidently preparing for a protracted 
struggle. The great Transsiberian 
Railway will connect the seat of war 
with the base of supplies, and all the 
fleets that could be sent against her 
could not permanently stop her prog- 
ress. The active steps thus far taken 
by Russia have been merely supple- 
mentary to the long and systematic 
course of preparation which she has 
made for the contest. It is idle to sup- 
pose that the Muscovite can be in- 
duced to abandon a scheme s0 care- 
fully planned and executed with so 
much adroitness and patience in its 
initial stages. The Northern Bear pro- 
poses to have just what he wants in 
the East, and to take it by force if 
necessary. His wants are by no means 
likely to be modest. Will the dance of 
death soon be on in the Orient? ; 

The “star of empire” appears to be 
wobbling in its orbit a good deal of 
late, with a decided inclination to 
change its course from westward to 
eastward. 


A, correspondent sends to The Times 
the following: 

“When a person sells an article and 
the buyer wants to pay partly with a 
check, can the seller withdraw from 
the sale until it is paid in cash?” 

A bank check, if geneuine, is the 
equivalent of cash, though not legal 
tender in the strict sense of the term. 
The seller would certainly be entitled 
to require evidence of the genuineness 
of the check, and could refuse it in the 
absence of proof to that effect. But 
in the absence of any specific agree- 
ment as to the kind of money to be 
paid, the courts would probably hold 
the tender of a geneuine check to be 
a legal and sufficient tender of cash 
payment—a genuine check on a sure- 
enough bank being equivalent to cash. 


The charter convention nominees ap- 
pear to have been elected in San Fran- 
cisco, but as they were supported by 
the yellow Examiner, whatever they 
may do in formulating a new charter 
for the metropolis will be looked upon 
with suspicion.

THE WATER Q TION. 

In a communication to the Water 
Supply Committee of the Council, the 
Los Angeles Water Campany expresses 
a willingness and a desire to sell its 
plant to the city, provided an amica- 
ble arrangement can be reached as to 
the price to be paid for the property. 
The water company offers to appoint 
a committee to confer with the Water 
Supply Committee of the Council, in 
order, if possible, to arrive at an un- 
derstanding as to the price to be paid, 
terms of sale, etc. ; 

Assuming this proposition to be made 
in good faith—and there is no occasion 
to question it—there should be no great 
difficulty in reaching an agreement as 
between the city and the company. 
The city is anxious to purchase the’ 
improvements made by the company, 
in accordance with the terms of the 


contract entered into on July 20, 1868,} 


and is willing to abide by the terms of 
that agreement. The water company 
being desirous of selling to the city, as 
provided in the agreement, and, pre- 
sumably, being willing to meet the city 
half way in arranging the terms of 
sale, upon a basis just to both parties 
to the contract, it ought not to be diffi- 
cult to reach a satisfactory conclusion 
in the premises. 

Litigation is expensive and vexatious. 
It is plainly in the interest, both of 
the city and the company, to avoid it 
if possible Some concessions would 
far better be made on both sides, if 
thereby long and tedious litigation can 
be avoided. It is sincerely to be hoped 
that an amicable arrangement can be 
reached, by which the city can acquire 
control of the water system at the ex- 
piration. of the lease on July 20, 1898. 
If a just agreement can be reached, 
the voters of the city will cheerfully 
authorize bonds to the amount neces- 
sary to pay off the water company and 
to reconstruct the water system in 
such manner as to make it adequate 
to the needs of the city, present and 
prospective, 

If @ spirit of fairness and of civic 
patriotism be brought to bear om this 
question, a just agreement can bea 
reached, and a vast amount of needless 
trouble and expense can be avoided.

RESIGNATION. 


Webb’s Suspension Terminated by 
the Verdict in the Criminal 
Proceedings. 


HARRY JOHNSON’S GLIB TALE. 


HIS MEMORY PROVES GOOD ONLY 
IN SPOTS. 


Meserve’s Unsuccessful Attempts to 
Prove the Solid Six a Myth—Ex- 
amination of New Teachers 
Will Begin Tonight. 


Though the criminal proceedings 
against Walter Webb have beem con- 
cluded, the investigation by the Board 
of Education is still in progress, and 
was resumed last evening. Webb's 
friends were greatly elated over the 
result of the legal proceedings earlier in 
the day, and had evidently planned to 
welcome him upon his appearancs be- 
fore the school board in the evening. 
The audience that gathered was a 
small one, compared with previous ses- 
sions, but a glance served to show that 
it was largely composed of the friends 
and adherents of the deposed boss and 
a-score of claquers from the Ninth 
Ward push. The arrival of Webb and 
his attorneys was well plamned. They 
came in twentty-five minutes after the 
appointed hour of meeting, the pro- 
ceedings having been delayed until 
they came. When Webb appeared 
there was brief applause but it quickly 
subsided. 

The evening was largely occupied 
by the examination of Harry Johnson, 
the secretary of the.board. In _ the 
direct examination by Webb’s attor- 
ney, Johmson proved a glib witness, 
quick to perceive the testimony ex- 
pected of him and possessed of quite 
a remarkable memory for details. On 
the cross-examination his recollection 
became confused and he was far less 
fluent than he had been under Me- 
serve’s guidance. His testimony was 
largely a repetition of that given by 
him in the Superior Court. Meserve 
devoted much time to an effort to 
demonstrate that there was no such 
ecmbination in the board as the Sol 
Six. Unfortunately for this. brilliant 
theory, the records of the board suffi- 
ciently show that on important meas- 
ures the usual vote was six to three. 
The session proved a most uminterest- 
ing one and was wholly devoid of sen- 
sations. ‘ 

Axtell’s resignation as Superintend- 
emt of Buildings and Janitors was pre- 
sented and accepted, to take effect at 
once. No successor was elected, the 
assistant superintendent being in- 
structed to discharge the duties of the 
position temporarily. This acticn was 
taken at a brief business session which 
preceded the resumption of the inves- 
tigation.

A. Cheney, Esq., and Oscar P. Taylor,

As soon as the board was called to 
order in the Council Chamber, Meserve 
rose and said that he desired to pre- 
sent a certified copy of the verdict 
rendered earlier in the day in the crim-

serve stated that Webb was no longer 
under suspension as a member of the 


ard. 

Harry Johnscn, the secretary of the 
board, was then called and sworn. His 
testimony was substantially the same 
as he had given the day before in 
court and consisted of a uniform denial 
of those portions of Axtell’s testimony 
in which Johnson figured. : 

The witness was questioned concern- 
ing the resignation of Axtell, which he 
wrote out on-the typewriter, and com- 
cerning the statement which Webb ob- 
liged Axtell to sign. Johnson dis- 
played a sunprising recollection of 
minute details. Although the transac- 
tions occurred more tham eight months 
ago, he.glibly related the manner in 
which he took the papers in to Webb, 
the relative positions which Webb, Ax- 
tell and himself occupied in the room, 
and the precise part of .the desk on 
which one of the papers was placed 
while Webb was reading from the 
other, | 

Johnson’s testimony was interrupted 
for a short time so that he might bring 
over the minutes of the board’s meet- 
ings. In the interim Directors Mc- 
Inerny and Davis were paced upon the 
stand by the defense. Meserve endeav- 
ored to prove by them that each mem- 
ber of the board had absoute control 
over the appointment of janitors in his 
own ward. This assumption was not 
borne out bythe testimony, though 
both witnesses stated that it was the 
custom of the board to follow the rec- 
ommendations of members for their re- 
spective wards. 

When Johnson reappeared with the 
minutes, Meserve began a tedious se- 
ries of questions, intended to show that 
there had been no conflict in the board 
over the purchase of supplies and other 
expenditures. Meserve -finally leaned 
back in his chair with a smile of, tri- 
umph, evidently satisfied that he had 
annihilated the theory of a Solid Six. 

Johnson's subsequent testimony 
abundantly established the existence of 
the combination organized and com- 
manded by Webb. The witness was 
questioned by Mr. Cheney concerning 
numerous instances when important 
measures were before the board, the 
vote in each case being 6 to 3. The 
minority was invariaby Braly, Davis 
and Conrey, with the remaining mem- 
bers of the board arrayed against them. 

Johnson’s memory proved far less re- 
liable upon the cross-examination than 
it was when he first told his story. He 
Was quite unable to explain his precise 
recollection of trivial details, while 
upon matters of importance his mem- 
ory failed him. While the cross-exami- 
nation served to bring out many incon- 
sistencies in.the witness’s testimony, no 
new facts of importance were adduced. 

When Johnson was finally dismissed, 
Meserve announced that the defense ex- 


j pected to summon to the stand all the 


new teachers appoinetd last June. 
There are betweeg thirty and forty of 
them, and a considerable number’ of 
them are expected to testify this even- 
ing, when the investigation is to be 
resumed. 


_.. BUSINESS MEBTING. 


Axtell’s Resignation Accepted—Re- 
ports of Committees, 

A brief business meeting of the 
Board of Education was held prior to 
the resumption of the investigation 
last evening. Conrey, Davis. Mathis, 
MecInerny and Poor were present. The 
most important matter considered was 
the resignation of C. H. Axtell, Super- 
inténdent of Janitors and Buildings. 
It was presented by Director Davis, 
who moved that it be accepted, to take 
effect at once. The motion was car- 
ried unanimously. On motion of Poor, 
Assistant Superintendent Charlton 
was directed to discharge 'the duties of 
superintendent until further orders. 

Deputy Superintendent Ennis pré- 
sented his statistical report for the

ation of this report was deferred to the 
next regular meeting. 

The Superintendent of Buildings was 
authorized to expend $75 in alterations 
in. the Spring-street school. 

The Committee on Teachers and 
Schools reported as follows:

“Recommend that the application of 
Helen Vineyard for leave of absence 
until May 28, 1897, be granted. 

“Recommend that the applications of 
Mary E. Foy and Adah Richmond for 
extension of their respective leaves of 
absence to June 30, 1898, be granted.” 

The report was adopted. 

The report of the Finance Commit- 
tee was presented and_approved. 

No action was taken upon Bagley’s 
bill for reporting the procedings in 
the pending investigation. Some ques- 
tion had been raised as to tthe right 
of the board to use school money for 
such a purpose, and it was deemed ex- 
pedient to consult the City Attorney 
upon the matter. 


WEBB ACQUITTED. 


Jury Had a Reasonable Doubt of 
Adame’s Veracity. 


The case of the People vs. Walter L. 
Webb, accused of malfeasance in office 
as a member of the Board of Educa- 
tion, was terminated in Department 
Four of the Superior Court before 
Judge Van Dyke yesterday afternoon. 
The jury acquitted Webb on the sec- 
ond ballot, the first ballot being 10 
for acquittal and 2 for conviction. 

The result of the trial was no. sur- 
prise to the people. The prosecution 
of the case was lame, inasmuch as it 
rested almost solely upon the evidence 
of Adams and Axtell, both of whom 
have sworn so many different ways that 
no juror could be asked to believe 
them. 

Yesterday morning Attorney Meserve 
made the closing argument for the de- 
fense. He arraigned Adams and Axtell 
and spared not in the tongue-lashing 
he gave them. In fact, Mr. Meserve’s 
argument was a compilation of the 
many contradictions of the two men 
named. Adams he characterized as a 
“drivelling imbecile,” and Axtell “as a 
liar and a thief without conscience, al- 


though,” he added, “they are both 
church members—Axtell of Pitman’s 
church.”’ 


District Alttorney Donnell closed for 
the prosecution. His argument was in 
the nature of an apology for having 
failed to prosecute Webb more vigor- 
ously and having failed to prosecute 
Adams and Axtell, but he said the 
grand jury was still in session and 
that it was possible something might 
“pop” before long. 

Court then adjourned for the noon 
hour. At 1:30 Judge Van Dyke de- 
— his charge to the jury as fol- 
ows: 

“The Constitution of the State pro- 
vides for the impeachment and removal 
of officers for misdemeanor in office. 
All State officers, including judges of 
the Superior courts, are tried by the 
Senate, sitting as a court of impeach- 
ment, upon an accusation presented by 
the Assembly, and it is declared by the 
Constitution that ‘All other civil offi- 
cers shall be tried for misdemeanor in 
office in such manner as the Legisla- 
ture may provide.’ In the Penal Code 
the Legislature has laid down the mode 
of procedure in such cases, to-wit., by 
an accusation in writing presented by 
the grand jury, accusing the officer 
— willful and corrupt misconduct in 
office. 

“The willful and corrupt misconduct 
in office of which the defendant in this 
action is accused is that while he was 
a member of the Board of Education of 
the city of Los Angeles, from the Ninth 
Ward, he received the sum of $60, paid 
by E. E. Cooper, one of the janitors 
of the department, for the purpose of 
influencing said defendant in his action 
as such member of the board in refer- 
ence to the appointment of said Cooper 
as janitor of the school known as the 
Sentous-street school, or of awarding to 
him the janitor work of said school. 

“However hackneyed the term may 
have becme by its frequent use by pol- 
iticians and others, still it is as true as 
ever that a public office is a public 
trust and the officer’ occupies the same 
relation to the public, whether the office 
be of the nation, the State, a county or 
a municipality, as a trustee to his ben- 
eficiary. Among the few rules govern- 
ing the relation of trustee and benefi- 
ciary are the following: The trustee is 
bound to act in the highest good faith 
toward his beneficiary and may not by 
his conduct obtain any advantage 
therein over the latter, nor deal with a 
matter of the trust for his own profit, 
or for any other purpose unconnected 
with the trust, or take part in any 
transaction concerning the trust in 
which he, or one for whom he acts, has 
any interest, present or contingent, ad- 
verse to that of his beneficiary, or to 
use the influence which his position 
gives him to obtain any advantage of 
his beneficiary; and any violation of 
these rules is a fraud against the bene- 
ciary. The public has the right to the 
faithful and undivided services of its 
officers, uninfluenced in the least by 
any consideration of interest to the 
officer not provided as his compensa- 
tion by law; and it is hardly necessary 
to say that the receipt or promise of 
any reward or favor, as a condition or 
in consideration of official action, is in 
violation of the duties the officer owes 
to the public, and is a misdemeanor in 
office. 

“You have heard the testimony intro- 
duced in this case and are the judges 
of its effect and value as evidence; .but 
in weighing the evidence your power is 
not to be exercised arbitrarily, but with 
legal discretion and in subordination 
to the rules of evidence as given you 
by the court. You are not bound to 
yith the declara- 
witnesses which 


decide in conformity 
tions of any number o 
do wot produce conviction in your 
minds, against a less number, or 
against a presumption or other evi- 
dence satisfying your minds. A witness 
false in one part of his testimony is to 
be distrusted in others. In this action, 
being of a criminal nature, the de- 
fendant is presumed to be innocent un- 
til the contrary is proved, and in case 
of a reasonable doubt whether his guilt 
is satisfactorily shown he is entitled 
to an acquittal. On the other hand, if 
you find from the evidence, beyond a 
reasonable doubt, that the defendant 
is guilty, it is equally your duty to so 
declare by your verdict.” 

The jury was out about ten minutes 
and returned a verdict of not guilty. 

Attorney Meserve attempted to ithank 
the jurors for their “fairness and jus- 
tice,” but Judge Van Dyke would not 
permit it. “Don’t thank the jury,” he 
said. “They have simply done their 
duty and deserve no special thanks.” 

Webb took the matter with his usual 
sang froid and merely smiled while he 
listened to the verdict. 

The question now arises, can Webb 
resume his seat as a member of the 
Board of Education, from which he 
was suspended by the Council, or will 
he have to wait until after the conclu- 
sion of his ttrial before the Board of 
Education, which is still in progress? 
It is understood that the matter will 
be brought up in court, probably by 
Webb, who will demand reinstatement 
in time to meet with the board for re- 
organization on January 3 next. His 
contention that his acquittal by the 
jury in the Superior Court entitles him 
to reinstatement as a member of the 
board, regardless of the trial before the 
Board of Education, will, it is said. be 
combated by ,the League for Better 
City Government.

The platform of the Popocratic Na+ 
tional Convention was reaffirmed and 
the following was adopted:

LOS ANGELES THEATER. The 
famous old gladiatorial play, ‘‘Sparta- 
cus” was given by Louis James last 
night at the Los Angeles Theater to a 
tolerably well filled house. Mr. James 
is so well known in this, one of his 
best plays, that almost the only thing 
that can be said of his rendition of 
the title role is thait it seems to gain 
strength with each succeeding year. 
No one could be more ideally fitted for 
the part of the heroic gladiator than 
Louis James, for physically he is the 
type of man who fought in the blood- 
stained arena for the delight of the 
masters of the world. The sullen de- 
spair of ithe gigantic Thracian, suc- 
ceeded by frantic valor and desperate 
defiance as he awakes to the full re 
alization of his position; his savage 
triumph when tasting the sweets of 
victory and revenge; his gleams of 
tenderness and mercy—all are  por- 
trayed in such masterly fashion that he 
lives again after the lapse of cen- 
turies, to thrill men with pity and 
horror at his fate. The story of the 
revolt of the gladiators from intoler- 
able oppression is one that will endure 
as long as the name of Rome, and 
the awful massacre which quenched it 
in blood is one of the darkest blots in 
a long history of crime. It is a power- 
ful theme fora play, but not a pleasant 
one. Barry Johnstone’s Pharsarius is 
as powerful as ever, from the rebellion 
in the arena to his death. The crown- 
ing ‘touch of horror in the whole piece 
is his story to his brother of the 
crucified gladiators, lost through his 
own mad folly and condemned to suffer 
the most dreadful death ever devised 
by the cruelty of man. The valor and 
the rashness of these two gallant bar- 
barians, brave soldiers, but untrained 
leaders, are painted in with bold 
strokes which cause them to stand out 
from the rest of the piece like living 
figures among shadows. Others come 
and go, but only in the background. 
The company is well cast for the 
piece. Mrs. Wells, as Sonona, the gen- 
tle wife of Spartacus, depicts most 
gracefully and truly the simple, grac- 
ious nature of the Thracian matron, 
|and Miss Emerson, as Julia, is truly the 
“lily-cradled daughter’ of a noble 
race. The proud manliness of Florus, 
the Roman youth, loses nothing of its 
worth in ithe hands of Norman Hackett, 
and the Roman nobles, who form the 
setting of ‘tthe piece, are distinct en- 
tities in spite of the small part they 
have to play in the tragedy of the re- 
volt. This afterncon, 2 second per- 
formance of “A Caveticr of France” 
will be given at tho matinée, and 
“Julius Caesar” is to be put on this 
evening. 


TOO MANY WLLS. 
Contest Will Result Crvcr the Estate 
of Dr. Thomna 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 


PARIS, December 28.—[By Atlan- 
tic Cable.] ‘Rudolph Evans, _ the 
only surviving brother of the late Dr. 
Thomas Evans, the famous American 
fientist who died in Paris on November 
14, arrived here yesterday evening with 
his wife and son. It is learned from 
a reliable source that the original will 
of Dr. Evans, drawn up by Mr. Valois 
of New York, his attorney, was so 
badly copied by Dr. Evans, who also 
amended it and added several codicils, 
that it is very doubtful if it is legal. 

It also appears that Dr. Evans made 
two wills, one for the United States and 
another for France, which was sworn 
to by the translator, who demands 
35,000f. for the translation and having 
found differences in the two wills, he 
refuses to deliver them until both shall 
be probated here. The United States 
Consul, however, insists that the wills 
be handed to him for verification. This 
adds to the complications. 

Rudolph Evans, who, if his brother 
had died intestate, would have been 
entitled to half the fortune of the de- 
ceased, which amounts to exactly $4,- 
000,000, received but $10,000. Therefore 
he is determined to fight the will.

Largely Caused by the Failure of 
Her New Play.

FIRE AT DETROIT. 


More Than a Hundred-thousand- 
dollar Loss Results, | 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
DETROIT (Mich.,) Dec. 28.—The Ar- 
cade Building, on West Larned street, 
owned by the Heymam éstate, burned 
early this morning, completely destroy- 
ing the paper stock of William C. Jupp, 
the stock and plant of Charles L. 
Roehm & Son, wholesale stationers, and 
the stock of perfume materials of the 
Bliseum Company. The five-story 
Structure to the west of the Arcade 
Building, occupied by the Detroit Free 
Press Printing Company, was for 
time threatened, and the stock an 
plant of the Free Press Printing Cam- 
pany, Cliff & Higgins, bookbinders, and 


nearly ruined. 

The total loss of the two buildin 
and their contents will reach $125,000, 
of which the Free Press Printing Com- 

ny sustains about $76,000, with about 

45,000 insuramce. The other losses are 
fairly covered by insurance. The 
cause of the fire is unknown. 


REQUISITION REFUSED. 


Gov. Adams Will not Extradite Ba« 
itor William H. Griffith.

DENVER <‘(Colo.,) Dec. 28,—Gov. 


Adams this evening refused to honor 


the requisition of Gov. Black of New 
York, in the case of William H. Grif- 
fith of Leadville, Colo., proprietor of 
the Herald-Democrat and the Evening 
Chronicle of that place, who was in- 
dicted by the New York City grand 
jury on a charge of larceny. The in- 
dictment was found on the complaint 
of Richard J. Bolles of New York, who 
claims that Griffith secured a loan 
of $14,000 from him in 1892 py false 
representations. 

Adams refused the request be- 
cause it appeared to him that the 
criminal prosecution was not begun in 
good faith, but was an effort to force 
Griffith to pay the debt. Griffith an- 
nounces that he will go to New York 
next summer, prepared to stand trial 
on the indictment. |

Change Made in the Rating of 
Green Currants.

STRIKES BACK, 


OHIEF GLASS TURNS UPON SOME OF 
HIS CRITICS, 


The Water Company Professes to 
Be Ready to Negotiate With the 
City—The Boiler Inspector Feels 
the Cares of Authority. 


The chief incident of interest at the 
meeting of the Police Commissioners 
yesterday morning was a communica- 
tion from Chief Glass, replying to 
some recent criticisms passed upon him. 
Last week, A. V. Gustafson, a cripple 
who had kept a popcorn stand on Sec- 
ond and Spring streets, committed sui- 
cide, and it was charged that his act 
was the result of Chief Glass’s refusal 
to contiue to allow him to occupy his 
accustomed stand. 

In his communication to the Police 
Commission the Chief resented the im- 
putation that he was in any way re- 
sponsible for Gusitafson’s death. He 
declared that he had done no more 
than he was obliged to do. The dead 
man’s charecter came in for a post- 
mcriem scoring, the Chief al'eging that 
Gustafson had been disorderly and 
intemperate. The Chief then proceeded 
to get back at one of his critics by 
the following scathing, though some- 
what irrelevant, retort: 

“In regard to the nickel-in-the-slot 
machines, mentioned in the same arti- 
cle of censure in Greater Los Angeles, 
they a mostly located in saloons, 
and I think it would be a very good 
idea for Greater Los Angeles to steer 
clear of them, for we all know our 
failings, and should try to avoid being 
tempted. It is strange that some peo- 
ble who have so often needed and re- 

ved police indulgence and care 
should be so extremely caustic in their 
comments and cirticisms.” 

Frank H. Taggart’s application for 

a saloon license at No. 406 North 
Main Street was granted upon. the 
fecomendation of the Chief. Commis- 
sioner Wyman opposed granting the 
license, on the ground that Taggart 
formerly held a license which was for- 
feited because of the disorderly char- 
acter of the house. This did not ap- 
pear a sufficient objection with the 
other commissioners, and the license 
was granted. 

The Chief was instructed to inves- 
tigate the circumstances of the affray 
which occurred Monday night in the 
saloon at the northwest corner of Los 
Angeles and First streets. It is prob- 
able that the license will be revoked. 

The application of Emil Overweg for 
a saloon license in the basement of the 
Bullard Block provoked a long discus- 
sion.. Mr. Bullard strongly urged that 
the application be granted and assured 
the’ commissioners that the saloon 
would be an orderly one. He argued 
that protests from adjoining property- 
Owners, who are themselves renting 
to saloons. should not be heeded. 

Commissioner McLain said he Was 

not in favor of increasing the number 
of saloons in the vicinity. He believed 
there were already too many saloons 
on ‘that part of Main street. Upon his 
motion, the application was denied. 
‘ J. -E. Harrison's application for a 
transfer to himself of Jy. H. Knief’s 
saloon license, No. 109 South Main 
street, was referred to the Chief. 

‘Henry F. Morse’s application for ap- 
pointment as a policeman was filed. 

The saloon license of Yeoman & Jonhn- 
son, No. 1504 San Fernando street, was 
transferred to J. H. Yeoman.

RAILROAD MEN AT OUTS. 


CHARGES AGAINST THE PRESIDENT 
OF THE RANDSBURG LINE. 


James Campbell Says Daugherty 
Attempting to Cheat Him, and 
Institutes Injunction Procecd- 
ings—Several Thousand wollars 
Involved, 


Charges of attempted fraud~ have 
been made against A. A. Daugherty, 
president of the Randsburg Railway 
Company and secretary of the Union 
Construction Company, in a complaint 
filed with the County Clerk yesterday 
by James Campbell. The charges con- 
sist of an alleged attempt on the part 
of Mr. Daugherty to deprive the plain- 
tiff of his interest in the capital stock 
and profits of the Randsburg Railway 
Company and its auxiliary, the Union 
Construction Company. Campbell as- 
serts that he entered into an agreement 
with Daugherty whereby he was to en- 
gineer the railroad ~roject, and for his 
services was to receive an interest in 
the road. A. A. Daugherty, Albert 
Smith and J. N. Beckley were to hold 
a one-third interest each, and Daugh- 
erty was to divide equally his interest 
with Campbell. This, the plaintiff al- 
leges, Daugherty has refused to do, and 
the courts have been appealed to for 
an order calling for an accounting. 
The complaint gives the details as fol- 
lows: 

In December, 1896, plaintiff alleges, he 
entered into an agreement with Daugh- 
erty to engage in the railroad enterprise 
together, to organize the necessary cor- 
porations, make the necessary arrange- 
ments for the construction of the 
Randsburg road from a certain point on 
the Atlantic and Pacific Railway to 
Johannesburg. By reason of his ex- 
perience, Campbell says, he was ena- 
bled to make contracts and arrange- 
ments on advantageous terms for rails 
and necessary materials and to place 
the enterprise upon a basis which ena- 
bled Daugherty to obtain the necessary 
funds for the construction work. Un- 
der the terms of the agreement, Daugh- 
erty, representing himself and Camp- 
bell, entered into a contract with Al- 
bert Smith and J. N. Beckley for the 
construction and operation of the road. 

It was mutually agreed between 
Daugherty, Smith and Beckley that, 
after deductine five shares each for 
nine directors in the railroad company, 
and a similar number of shares for the 
nine directors in tbe construction com- 
pany. the balance of the stock was to 
be divided equally between Beckley, 
Smith and Daugherty, one-half of 
Daugherty’s interest to be subsequently 
transferred to Campbell. | 

An agreement was then entered into 
between. the railway and the construc- 
tion corporation which provided that 
the construction company was‘*to build 
the road in consideration of the pro- 
ceeds of a sale of the bonds of the rail- 
way corporatiten. Pending the com- 
pletion of the work, the stock in both 
companies was to be held in trust by 
Beckley. Campbell alleges that the 
bonds were sold and that a surplus re- 
mains for division, as the completion 
of the road has already been. accom- 
plished, and it will be formally turned 
over by the construction company on 
the 3lst inst. According to the com- 
plaint, Daugherty has declared that he. 
will transfer to Campbell only 134 of | 
the 5400 shares, whereas he should , 
transfer to the plaintiff a one-sixth in- 
terest, or 900 shares of stock in the 
railway company; it is also alleged that 
Daugherty threatens to retain all but 
about one-fortieth part of the stock in 
the construction company which, he de- 
clares, he will dispose of to his own 
account. 

Campbell prays for an order of court 
restraining Beckley, as trustee, from 


interest standing in his name for the 
alleged reason that Daugherty refuses 
to divide equally with him as required 
by the agreement. 

Mr. Daugherty was out of the ‘city 
last evening and so no statement from 
him could be obtained. It has been 
common talk in railroad circles for 
some time past, however, that serious 
disagreements between those in control 
of the Randsburg road enterprise have 
been existing during the past few 
weeks. 

The injunction proceedings will come 
up for hearing before Judge Allen on 
Monday next at 10 a.m.

CHILD*BURNED. TO DEATH. 


The Nine-year-old old Daughter of An- 
tonio Medici Nearly Cremated. 
Rosa Medici, the nire-year-old daugh- 
ter of Antonio. Medici, who lives on 
Rartie street near Montreal street, was 
fatally burned yesterday afternoon and 


night. Rosa was seated before a wood 
stove yesterday afternoon, holding an 
infant sister in her lap. She was cvo- 
ing the little one to sleep, rocking gen- 
tly to and fro on an ordinary kitchen 
chair, when the stove suddenly spit 
‘out several pieces of burning charcoal. 

They alighted in the child’s lap and 
ignited her dress, which was of woolen 
material and very combustible. Rosa 
dropped the infant to the floor, and 
with her clothes in flames ran out the 
door and into the back yard, scream- 
ing for-help. Her mother appeared and 
turned the stream from a small garden 
hose upon the burning child, . partly 
extinguishing the flames, after which 
the little one was wrapped in blankets. 
She was terribly burned, the flames 
having attacked every part of her. Not 
a vestige of hair remained on her head 
or face, and from her feet to the crown 
of her head the child was a mass of 
blisters. She inhaled the flames, which 
attacked her throat and lungs in a ter- 
rible manner. Dr. Hagadorn was 
called, but he could do little beside 
temporarily alleviate the sufferings of 
the child. She diéd at 8:30 o’clock last 
night, after five hours of agony. 

The father of the child is an Italian 
laborer. Yesterday he was employed 
by W. E. Reavis to do some gardening, 
and it was the latter’s eighteen-year- 
old son, Alvin, who extinguished the 
flames in the house after Rosa was fa- 
tally burned. The infant which Rosa 
was holding when the accident oc- 
curred, was uninjured. 

The Coroner had not been notified up 
to a late hour last night, but an _ in- 
quest will probably be held today.

GaSHED HER WINDPIPE. 


OTTO VOGEL’S SECOND AT- 
TEMPT AT SUICIDE. 


Took Poison a Month Ago and Last 
Night Cut Her Throat With a 
Case Knife—Grief Over the Loss 
of a Child the Cause. 


About 12:30 o’clock this morning the 
wife of Otto Vogel attempted suicide 
by cutting her throat with a case knife 
at her home, No, 111 South Anderson 
street. 

She was removed to the Receiving 
Hospital, where Dr. Ralph Hagan made 
an examination and found that she had 
punctured the windpipe in_ several 
places. Her throat was horribly gashed 
and lacerated, but fortunately the jug- 
ular vein was not opened. 

Mrs. Vogel was delivered of a dead 
child .Cctober 29 and since then has 
been suffering from puerperal fever, 
which, together with grieving over the 
loss of her babe, induced suicidal ma- 
nia. About a month ago she tried to 
kill herself by taking poison, but Dr. 
Joseph Kurtz was summoned in time 
to save her life. 

Last night after she and her hus- 
band kad retired, she arose on the pre- 
text of going to the toilet-room. . Her 
husband noiiced that she first went to 
the pantry and felt around among the 
knives. He asked what she wanted 
and she gave an evasive answer and 
then Went to the closet. Becoming 
alarmed at her prolonged absence, Mr. 
Vogel went to investigate. He found 
her standing over. the bowl of the 
closet hacking away at her throat with 
a pointed case knife which she had 
taken fram the pantry. He snaiched 
vhe weapon from her hand and called 
for help. Neighbors responded and the 
patrcel wagon Wes sent for, Dr. Hagan

Mrs. omaa is 31 years old, and has 
one child living, a little girl about six 
years old. The husband and child ac- 
companied the unfortunate woman to 
the Police Station, but were not ad- 
mitted to the hospital while she was 
being operated upon. 

Mr. Vogel formerly was editor of 
Germania, a weekly newspaper pub- 
lished here, but for the last few years 
has followed the occupation of music 
teaching. He says his wife’s father 
died in .a lunatic asylum and he thinks

ABOUT CERTIFIED. CHECKS. The 
Chicago newspapers published some 
short time ago an account of the re- 
fusal of the First National Bank of 
that city to pay a check which it had 
certified. The bank’s action has caused 
much discussion. The American 
Banker, New York, prints the folluw- 
fing statement furnished to it by Vice- 
President Forgan of the Chicago bank 
in question: 

“When we were notified by Mr. Me- 
Donald, the Jrawer, not to pay the 
check, we turned the question over to 
our attorney for his advice as to our 
Jegal position. Headvised that McDonald 
had the right under the circumstances 
to stop payinent of the check. We. 
therefore, face this simple  busincss 
proposition: if we refuse payment of 
the check the city will probably sve 
us, and if it acts judgement against us 
we will have the $10,000 in hand to 
pay it with and the protection of the 
court against McDonald as: our au- 
thority for so doing. We would not 
then have to draw on our own funds 
to pay it with. On the other hand, 
should ave pay the check. parting with 
the fund, Mr. McDonald will sue us, 
and in the opinoin of Mr. Brown, would 
in all probability get judgment against 
us.

COMMERCIAL. 
MEDITERRANEAN FRUIT. New 
York advices to December 18 report 
107,000 boxes of citrus fruits in transit 
frém Mediterranean ports to Atantic 
United States ports, divided as follows: 
Lemons, 86,000; oranges, 21,000 boxes. 


LEMON IMPORTATIONS. For the 
eleven months ended December 1, 1897, 
the importations of lemons into. the 
United States were 2,817,000 boxes, as 
against 3,693,000 for the corresponding 
period of last year. These figures show 
that the increased tariff has affected 
the importation of foreign lemons, 
thereby assisting the California lemon- 
grower, an assistance which it is hoped 
he will know how to take advantage 
of, by improving the character of his 
fruit, so that he may, in the event of 
accidents, be able to fairly compete 
with his Sicily competitor. 


SPANISH ONIONS. Fofeign onions 
are commanding good sale in eastern 
markets, but prices are low as com- 
mered with sales last year. The Phi'a- 

éiphia Grocery World of December 20 
Says: “The first Spanish onions are 
reaching the American markets, and 
an auction sale of a large quantity oc- 
curred last week. There were about 
400 crates sold, all told, and the price: 
brought were comparatively low. The 
wholesale price ruling during the past 
week has been $1.50 per crate This is 
exceedingly low compared with past 
years, when an average price was $3.” 

From this it would look as thoug® 
gnions were cheaper on the Atlantic 
Coast than on the Pacific. Here, ow- 
ing to the unusual demand for the 
Kicodike trade, the price of onions ha 
Steadily advanced, and if it could be 
shown that the present demand was 
likely to continue there might be 
money.in foreign onions. 

SARDINES IN DEMAND. Eastern 
trade advices report a rapid advance 
im all lines of sardines. The solo rea- 
son is said to be ihe shortness of sup- 
ply. There is, perhaps, in this an op- 
portunity for the California fish packs 
ers to extend their markets. An east- 
ern trade journal says: 

' “As prophesied in qa recent issue, do- 
mestic sardines have advanced a sub- 
stantial percentage during the pas:

DEATH OF CAPT. O’TOOLE. 
Prominent Citizen of Washington 
Seeks Jtealth im Vain. 

Capt. William D. O’Toole, late regis- 
ter of Skagit county, Wash., died Mon- 
day evening, at the residence of his 
sister, Mrs. Parker, on Hoover street. 
Capt. O’Toole, who came to Los An- 
geles about a month ego, for the bene- 
fit of his health, was the uncle of Mrs. 
Shirley ard and Mrs. Lucia Burnett 
of this city. His sister, Mrs. Jefferson 
Chandler, had come down from San 
Francisco, and was with him at the 
time of his death. The funerel will 
take plate at 2 p.m. today at the resi- 

dence of Mrs. Parker. 

Capt. O’Toole was born in Buchanan 
county, Mo., June 15, 1842. He attended 
the schools of his native county and 
also St. Louis University. He then 
entered the military academy at West 
Point, and was graduated therefrom in 
the class of 1865. On graduation he re- 
ceived a command in the regular army. 
From 1866 to 1869 he served as jJudge- 
advocate on Gen. Terry’s staff. In 1871 
Capt. O’Toole resigned his commission 
in the regular army to go into @ promi- 
nent business offered him. During his 
time in the army he was recognized as 
one of the best officers in the service 
and the government accepted his resig- 
nation with the greatest reluctance. 

Capt. O’Toole was descended from a 
race of soldiers. His paternal grand- 
father was one of the most active fig- 
ures in the Irish rebellion of 1798, and 
his maternal grandfather fought in the 
American army.in the second war with 
Great Britain, and rose to the rank of 
colonel. Since 1886 Capt. O’Toole had 
been a citizen of the State of Wash- 
ington, holding large real estate and 
mining interests mear Hamilton, in 
Skegit county.

Trade—Proposed New Bath-house. 

SAN PEDRO, Dec. 28. — (Regular Corre-. 
spondence.] ‘“‘The lumber fleet—that is, the 
vessels bringing lumber from northern coast 
points to this port—is at present larger than 
at any other time during the past ten years,’ 
said one of the best-informed dealers today. 
“Tt is safe to say that there is as much lum 
ber passing through San Pedro now as there 
was during boom times. From the yards here 
from sixty to seventy carloads per day are 
being shipped, and .the cars are loaded more 
heavily than they used to be a few years ago,

ORANGE COUNTY. 


BOARD OF TRUSTEES SET A DAY 
FOR THE BOND ELECTION. 


Election Board Appointed and Char- 
acter of Bonds Fixed—Sidewalk 
Improvements—Prosperous Ala- 
mitos—Brady Gets Nething. 


SANTA ANA, Dec. 28. — [Regular Corre- 


spondence.} At the regular meeting of the 
Board of City Trustees, last night, ordinance 
No. 260 was read for the first time. The ordi- 
nance provides for the holding of a special 
election for the purpose of voting for or 
against the issuance of bonds of the city of 
Santa Ana in the amount of $65,000. It also 
provides for the number and character of the 
boffis, for dividing the city into election pre- 
cincts, appointing polling places and election 
officers, and for the publication of said elec- 
tion notice by the City Clerk. The election 
will be held February 5. If issued, the bonds 
will be eighty in number, forty for $1009 and 
forty for $625. They will bear interest at 4 
per cent., and will be serial in character, one- 
fortieth to be paid each year. They will be 
dated April 4, that being the date fixed for 
the opening of ‘bids. The interest is pay- 
able semi-annually. The election cannot be 
held as soon as was anticipated, owing toa 
law that makes it imperative that the election 
shall be advertised at least twenty-four days 
before being held. The bonds will also be ad- 
vertised and sold to the highest bidder. They 
cannot be sold for less than their face value. 
No trouble is anticipated in d sposing of them 
should the city decide in favor of construct- 
ing the sewers. The fact that Santa Ana ‘is 
entirely out of debt will no doubt expedite 
the sale of the bonds. 
SIDEWALK IMPROVEMENTS. 

W. H. Spurgeon appeared before the City 
Trustees last night with a request that the 
board order property-owners from Mortimer 
and Lacy streets on the north side of Fourth 
to comply with the ordinance that specifies 
that sidewalks shall be laid from the prop- 
erty-line. The request caused consid rable 
discussion, but was finally granted, and the 
Street Superintendent was ordered to notify 
those interested that the work must be done 
immediately. The walks as they are laid at 
present are not in line on e’ther edge, and it 
gives the street a very ureven appearance, 
The ordinance calls for a six-foot walk, but 
must of them will be eight or ten feet wide, 
according to the space between the present 
pavement an the property-line. The board 
agreed to bring Main street, between Fourth 
and Fifth, to proper grade if the prope:ty- 
owners should put in a stone curb. The con- 
tract is being signed today by property-own- 


ers. 
A PROSPEROUS TOWN. 

A resident of Alamitos, who was in Santa 
Ana today, reports the sugar town in line 
with other progressive places: A new hotel 
is being constructed, which will, when com- 
pleted, cost $ More machinery for the 
factory is expected, and the capacity of the 
warehouses is to be doubled. Another span 
has béen added to the bridge across New 
River. The work of road-building and grad- 
ing is completed, and the roads in that vicin- 
ity are now in fine shape. Some idea of the 
magnitude of the sugar industry at that plece 
may be gained from figures furnished by the 
Alamitos Bee. Thirty thousand and twenty- 
eight tons of beets have been consumed this 
season by the factory, representing an acre- 
age of 2287 acres. From this have n made 
292 carloads of sugar. The cars hold each 300 
sacks, making a total of 8,760,000 pounds of 
sugar. The average price paid per ton was 
$3.65, making $109,602.20 paid to Orange-county 
farmers for beets this year.

SATE IN JAIL. 


A Defaulting Witness Captured in 
Redlands. 


O. P. Dwyer, a defaulting witness 
from Portland, Or., who is very badly 
wanted in that city by the postal au- 
thorities, was captured in Redlands 
yesterday by Deputy Marshal Pourade.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


Oranges not Injured by the Recent 
Frosts, 

In response to inquiries sent out from 
the Chamber of Commerce regardnig 
damage done by frost, Lester F. Gay 
of Piru Fruit Rancho says that at 
that place there has been no injury; 
that after a careful examination of 
both orange and lemon orchards not a 
single growth could be found blackened. 
Tomato and banana plants are not in- 
jured in the least. Further up in the 
mountains tender growths are cut, but 
no damage to oranges was done. 

Mr. Gay further states that he is 
raising some very fine dates. One par- 
ticular plant that was pollinated prom- 
ise to mature very large fruit, while 
plants not pollinated will produce very 
small fruit. 

P. C. Daniels, secretary of the Azusa- 
Covina-Glendora Fruit Exchange, re- 
plies to inquiry by stating that in the 
territory covered by his exchange the 
damage to oranges by frost is very 
slight, and is confined to certain por- 
tions of the valley, where frost occurs 
alincst annually. The majority of the 
orchards throughout the valley show no 
effects from frost, though the lemon 
crop will hardly escape so easy. At 
present it would be hard to estimate 
the damage. 

An interesting exhibit was made in 
the Chamber of Commerce yesterday in 
the shape of a cluster of seedless or- 
anges. The bunch is composed of for- 
ty-three oranges, and is from the ranch 
of Mrs. G, Langenberger, Anaheim.

It 
was brought from Twenty-nine Palms, 
Colorado Desert. 

The Chamber of Commerce shipped 
to the State Board of Trade yesterday 
a box of fruit for the Los Angeles ex- 
hibit.

Several large 
property-holders of Broadway, Main 
and Spring streets have been figuring 
on the matter, preparing to make a 
proposition to the committee on Febru- 
ary 1. 


EOWARD’S SENTENCE. 


Justice Morrison Raises the Limit 
Fixed by Attorneys. 

The thirty days which Frank How- 
ard expetted to get fer pleading 
guilty to the charge of petty larceny 
was raised to three times thirty, with 
ten added for good measure, by Jus- 
tice Morrison yesterday.
